Watson could make sure that the ad- 
ministration viewpoint on legislation 
would be accepted even if he kept 
congress in session.

ment can be reached on the AVagner 
bills because the Republican adminis- 
tration is inclined to favor something 
of that kind in order that a statistics 
survey of unemployment may be 
made.

introduction of labor saving devices 
in tho manufacturing world.

Cut Stems Under Water 


To Get Better Boquets 


Some flowers often cause much an- 


noyance by refusing to freshen up 
after they are cut : nd placed in wa- 
ter in the house, especially if some 
little time elapses from the time they 
are cut until they are placed In a 
vase. This condition may be remed- 
ied by cutting the stems under wa- 
ter after they have been taken Into 
the house and not exposing the cut 
end again to the air. 


When the stem is cut in the open 


air tho normal functioning of the 
plant draws air into the cut stem, 
forming: tiny bubbles. This prevents 
the circulation of water through the 
stem and wilt follows. Cutting off 
a portion of the stem allows the wa- 
ter to circulate and the bloom will 
freshen up. The receptacle in which 
the bouquet is to be placed should 
have sufficient room for water to 
cover the stems well and at night it 
is an excellent idea to place the flow- 
ers m some container where the 
stems can be deeply submerged if 
it is desired to prolong the hfe of the 
bouquet. 


Another device is to sea? the 


stems over the flame of a gas stove 
before putting the flowers in w~ter. 
This is excellent treatment for many 
kinds of flowers. The stem should 
be cut just before the searing. Sear- 
ing closes the passages in the stem 
and prevents the escape of sap. Pop- 
pies need treating by this method 
to make them stand up well. 


It is always better to cut flowers 


with a sharp knife, making a clean 
cut instead of the usual methods of 
scissors which crush the 
stem- A 


sharp cut alter they are taken in the 
house is advisable when they have 
been cut with scissors. 


At this season of the year branch- 


es of many early blooming shrubs 
may be cut and brought into 
the 


house and placed in vases to open 
their blooms. The forsythia and pus- 
sy willows are much used in this 
manner. They give a fine example 
oC the effectiveness of simplicity in 
flower arrangements as a few stems 
of the straight growing willow and 
one branch of forsythia will prove 
much more effective than a thick 
cluster of tangled branches.

RONIGE>rS BIRTH 


On March 27. • 1845. 
Konrad 
von Rontgen, 


German Physicist and discoverer of the X-ray, 
was born In Lennep, Germany. 


He received his earlv -education 'in Holland and 


then studied at Zurich. After teaching mathe- 
matics and nhvsics at various universities he was 
appointed ordinary professor of physics at Wurz- 
burg. It was here that he made- the discovery 
for which his names is chiefly known, the X-ray. 


The discovery came about by accident. Ront- 


Ken had been studying the mysterious green light 
of a new kind of vacuum tube when he was sud- 
denly called a\\ay from his laboratory. Just be- 
fore he left he laid the tube on a book containing 
a large antique key which was used for a book- 
mark. Beneath the book happened to be a photo- 
graphic plate holder. The plate meant nothing 
to Rontffen until he exposed it while on a walk 
one afternoon and noticed on it the image of the 
key. 


He reconstructed the laboratory scene just as 


It had happened originally and achieved the same 
result. Not knowing what kind of light it was 
which produced the image of the key, Rontgen 
called if the X-rav.

SUGGEST PLAN FOR 


EPIDEMIC OF FOULS 


Would Count Out Fouled 


Fighter and Then Have 
Doctor Examine Him

EW XORK —OP)— The ancient 
cider of fight managers, the 
gray beards who should know, 


have a few thousand woids to say 
on the subject of the foul plague 
that is tearing today at the throat 
of their favorite pastime. 


The cry for some action, some leg- 


islation that will definitely curb the 
evil, has reached such a pitch with- 
in the past few months that a half 
dozen boxing commissions have in- 
creased penalties for low punching. 
Lawmakers -re watching the politi 
cal weathervane for the possibility 
of repealing the Walker boxing law 
in New York state. So far the fistic 
profession itself has had no opportun 
ity to suggest a cure. 


But the managers have a cure 


In fact they have three, all decisive, 
and strangely enough all far more 
drastic and severe than any penalties 
put in force so far by state ruling 
bodies. No suggestion, however, will 
brook for an instant the idea that 
the wages of the gladiators involved 
In fouls should be withheld from 
them by anyone. 


The cure backed by a majority 


of New York managers calls for the 
immediate counting out of a fightei 
who goes to the floor claiming foul. 
It would punish the scant minority 
of the innocent who really have been 
hit low with the gieat majority of 
the guilty who either are deliber- 
ately faking or are taking advan 
tage of a technicality. 


This suggestion, is built around 


the idea that no good fighter \vill 
stay on the floor, foul or no foul, 
if he knows that the referee is about 
to count him out. 


Jimmy Bronson, chief second of 


Gene Tunney, adds one qualification 
to that plan. He would permit ex- 
amination by a physician after the 
match and a re-versal of the deci- 
sion if the loser had been badly 
fouled. 


The chief counter cure is offered 


by Jimmy Johnston, manager of Phil 
Scott, whose claims of foul started 
most of the clamor. Jimmy insists 
that rules are rules and should be 
enforced, that most fouls start in a 
tisftter's corner where seconds en- 
couiage him to foul until warned, 
that more drastic penalties should 
be applied and include the foul punch 
er s manager, seconds and even close 
relations.

For the current jear the industry 


is hopeful that the billion dollar fig- 
ure will be attained in the broadcast 
receiving set, tube 
and accessory 


field alone. Although the price range 
of receiving sets is somewhat lower 
and there is continued evidence of a 
downward trend, heavier sales are 
foreseen. The 1930 market should 
show sales of 4,500,000 receiving sets 
and 80,000,000 tubes, according to ob- 
servers in the industry. 


It Is estimated that of the 29,000,- 


000 homes in the United States, only 
some S.pOO.OOp have modern receiving 
sets. Another 4,000,000 have obsolete 
sets which must be replaced.

Of Interest To Farmers 
Require Care To Spread 


Fertilizer On Fields 


BY W. F. WIXSEY 


Sturgeon Bay—As this is the time 


of the year \\hen farmers are con- 
sidering the application of lime and 
commercial fertilizer to their fields. 
County Agent B. F. Kusy is pro- 
posing some timely 
methods 
of 


spreading them. Lime and fertilizer 
may be spread by hand, by use of 
the machinery on hand or by the 
purchase of special machinery. By 
exercising the usual care m farm 
acti\ities good work may be done 
by each of the methods mentioned 
by llr. Rusy. 
'A little experimenting will make 


it possible to spread quite evenly 
the usual application of phosphate, 
ranging from 130 to 
200 
pounds 


per acre, says the county agent. 
About a handful for every step with 
the right foot over a swath of ten 
feet will spread 200 pounds of phos- 
phate per acre. 


To scatter phosphate with a man- 


ure spreader, set the spreader to the 
minimum number of manure loads 
per acre which is usually about four. 
Put at least ton inches of well rut- 
ted manure in the spreader and lev- 
el it off. 
Spread the desired amount 


of commercial fertilizer to cover one- 
fourth acre e\en!y ou top of the 
manure. 
Check up on the acre Cov- 


ered by the first load if accuracy 
is desired. 
The number of pounds 


of fertilizer to be put on each load 
of manure can then be determined 
by dividing the number oE pounds 
of fertiliser per acre by the number 
of loads per acre covered by the 
spreader. 
This method is satisfac- 


tory in the spreading of both lime 
and phosphate. Some farmers make 
a practice of spreading a few shov- 
els of lime over the top of every 
load of manure and others of spread- 
ing lime over the floors of the cow 
stables. 


The use of a grain drill with a 


fertilizer attachment forms the best 
method of appljingr commercial fer- 
tilizer in any quantity, says Jlr. 
Rusy. The use of the grain drill at- 
tachment is the only way of spread- 
ing evenly small and large applica- 
tions of phosphate. 
"When farmers 


arc purchasing a 
new grain drill. 


Mr. Kusy advises that they select 
a drill provided -with a fertilizer at- 
tachment. 


Phosphate applications are espec- 


ially lecommended for small grain. 
The fertilizer attachment makes it 
posbible. to ^ccd small grain and dis- 
tribute phosphate in the same oper- 
ation with the grsfin drill.

A summary of data on student ac 


cidents for the five-month period 
from September to January shows 
tliat the chief hazards for children 
in the grades 
from 
kindergarten 


through to the sixth grade are to be 
found on the school grounds and in 
the home, with home accidents oc 
ourring more frequently than, any 
other type. 


Among pupils'- the upper grade 


and in high school the classification 
"other accidents" is most important 
This title includes all accidents oc- 
"curring at places other than the 
school .and the home and -at times 
other than when the student is on 
his "way to 01- from school. 


A report from the National Safety 


council indicates that in the seven 
year period from 1922 to 1928 acci 
dental deaths of persons of all ages 
increased from 76,510 to 95,086, an 
increase of almost 25 per cent. How 
ever, in 192S one out of-. four acci 
dental deaths was that of a child; in 


• 1928 the percentage was only 
one 


• child death in' every "five. In 1922 
, 29 per cent .of the victims in fatal 


automobile accidents were children 
"under 15; in 1928 only 19.8 per cent 
of tho victims were children.

"the entire United States there were 


53 fewer child deaths in automobile 
'accidents in 1928 than in 1927.
